S. was now pre- 
pared to plead for his Saviour. “ Father, (said he) 
dov’t you believe the Bible that says, ‘now 1s the ae. 
cepted time,’ ‘ to-day if you will bear his voice, &c. 
He persuaded his father to try the Lord and see if he 
did not tell the truth: he begged luis father to kneel 
down and he would pray for him: his father was quite 
deaf. S. crept close by his father’s ear and prayed in 
a most fervent manner that Gud would have mercy 
on his dear father.

2 Another of oye children, aged eight years, died in 
August last. During a protracted illness he gave the 
most blessed evidence that the Sabbath school had had 
a most salutary effect on his mind. Though-of such 

a tender age, he felt the necessity and value of reli- 
gion; and to the astonishment of his relatives and 
friends, manifested its power on his soul by a conver- 
sation that deeply affected all who heard him. Feel- 
ing himself the value of an interest in the Saviour, 
he exhorted his brothers to seek it also. He called 
them to his bedsidé, and eatreated them with much 
affection, ‘to be wicked no longer, but to love God 
and obey their parents, aad thus be prepared to follow 
him to heaven.’” 

In one of the schools, a child at the age of fourteen 
or fifteen, has ever been noted as being fractious, 
thoughtless, and disobedient. He has sometimes aim- 
ed to disturb the peace and interrupt the studies of 
the other boys—constantly restless and ungovernable 
in church. “But God has met him in mercy; he has 
been awakened to a sense of his condition as a ruined 
sinner—and evinces by his conversation, prayers and 
actions, that be has experienced an entire change in 
his feelings: so visible is it, as to attract the wonder, 
of the other scholars. He has recently been appoint- 
edateacher. He is now possessed of that mildness, 
serenity, and love, and those other traits of character 
which seem to be a presage of his more extensive use- 
fulness. 

Two other children, nearly of the same age, and 
belonging to another school, indulge the Christian’s 
hope. During the time of their serious impressions, 
their pastor and teachers became acquainted with their 
exercises; their convictions were apparently deep, 
and this change was succeeded by peace and comfort. 
After a suitable season of probation they made a pub- 
lic profession, They are now teachers. 

Another lad about fourteen years old, became first 
deeply impressed on hearing the pious pleading of his 
teacher, who thus exhorted his class—** My dear chil- 
dren, your feet stand op very slippery places; you are 
in the way to ruin—hell is before you.” The child 
went home reflecting upon this brief exhortation ; he 
trembled as he saw his danger—and was alinost afraid 
to pray, because he was so great a sinner. His peri- 
od of distress continued several days, 10 which he fre- 
quently called upon his teacher to know what he should 
do. When the teacher inquired respecting his feel- 
ings, he was sometimes so much overpowered as to be 
unable to speak. Day after day-the boy considered 
his case more and more hopeless; the hour when he 
felt the dawn of liberty and peace, was during the si- 
lence of night, and when he was engaged in prayer; 
the remeinder of the night was to him a memorable 
era. Ever since that time he has seemingly been an 
exemplary and happy child; his mind had been impres- 
sed but a few days, before another boy of the same 
class became anxious for his soul; he bas since obtain- 
ed relief. Their souls, like those of David and Jona- 
than, appear to be knit together; they visit each oth- 
er almost every day, and have devised and executed 
certain plans of usefulness, in which 30 or 40 boys in 
the same school have become interested.

It is the case of Simon Lougi, a teacher in a Sunday 
school, in England, who, till about his fiftieth year, 
knew not a letter of the alphabet, but about that time 
he became forcibly impressed with the divine com- 
mand, ‘* Search the Scriptures,” and rested not till he 
could search them for himself. He applied himself so 
intensely, and sought the assistance of others with 
such unfeigned humility and thankfulness, as to be 
able to read the New Testament, and ultimately, from 
his industry in teaching others the little he had acquir- 
ed himself, the whole Bible with equal fluency. His 
zeal and application were most extraordinary—noth- 
ing could, nothing did, interrupt or abate them, buat 
the insatiate archer—death! by which event, a great 
body of poor children were deprived of a teacher, a 
guide, and a friend. 

To show that the benefit of these instructions is not 
confined to the children alone, and what an immense 
amount of good might be accomplished, 1f Christians 
were all really engaged on this subject, the following 
extract is given from a report of one of the schools: 

“ The school consists of 187 white boys, belonging 
to 142 families. These families contain 412 adults, 
and in the aggregate 800 persons, all of whom are per- 
sonally known to the supérintendent, who has visited 
them during the year. All these are either directly 
or indirectly influenced by the operations of the school. 
Thus instruction has been carried home by the chil- 
dren, the habits of the parents have been reformed, Bi- 
bles and Tracts have been distributed, and parents 
have been led to places of public worship by the chil- 
dren, when many of them could not be prevailed up- 
on to attend in any other way.
